In a multitude of counselors there is not 
always wisdom, as the Democrats in Con-

THE NATIONAL GREENBACKERS IN 
MAINE. 


The Convention of the National Green- 
backers in Portland, Me., yesterday, was 
large, and very enthusiastic, though not 
wholly united. The resolutions adopted, 
though in substance quite as unreasonable 
as the usual outgivings of the party, were 
exceptionally sober in expression and pre- 
cise in the objects defined. It is not surpris- 
ing that the Greenback Party in Maine 
should be enthusiastic, At its first appear- 
ance in an independent character, in 1876, 
the party polled only about 1,700 votes for 
its Congressional candidates. The next year 
it polled more than three times as many, 
4. ¢., 5,266, and compelled the Democrats 
to make great concessions to its views. 
But in spite of these attempts to draw off 
its members, the Greenbackers in 1878 as- 
tonished the country, dismayed the Demo- 
crate, and probably surprised its own leaders 
by casting 41,404 votes for Governor, elect- 
ing Congressman Moxon in the Fifth Dis- 
trict bya handsome plurality over Mr. EvaEns 
Hatz, and securing the Fourth District for 
Mr. Lapp, 4 man of their own choice, whom 
the Democrats were forced tosupport. The 
total vote for Governor last year stood, Re- 
publican, 56,519; Greenbackers, 41,404; 
Democrats only 27,872. It will be seen 
that on this showing the Greenbackeré are

The platform of the Greenback Convention 
contains a clause opposing ‘‘ all subsidies 
or legalized monopolies,” favoring ‘‘ few 
and simple laws and those vigorously en- 
forced ; and denouncing “Communism in 
all its forms and phases.” This latter 
declaration drew out a stormy protest from 
some of the delegates, and a scene of confu- 
sion followed. But it is not at all probable 
that what is called Communism, or any: 
form of Socialism, would be really popular 
among the men who make up the rank and 
file of the Greenback Party, and the clause 
in the platform is only a shrewd attempt of 
the managers to ward off criticism. 

The candidate for Governor, J. L. Surrs, 
is a politician of considerable astuteness, 
who made a very strong canvass last year 
on the Greenback ticket. It is said that, af- 
ter thelate election, when the choice of Gov- 
ernorlay with the Legisiature, Mr. SuiTH co- 
quetted with the Republi betrayed 
some weakness as to the financial gospel of 
his party, and he has not been without in- 
fluence in securing the comparative mod- 
eration of yesterday’s convention. Should 
Gov. GARCELON be again nominated by the 
Democrats, he will prove a weak candidate, 
and Mr. Smirn’s chances of an actual ma- 
jority would be sufficient to require a vig- 
orous canvass by the Republicans to defeat 
him. That, however, is pretty sureto be made.

LAW AND CONSCIENCE. 

The right to individual and religious opin- 
ion is just now very strenuously insisted 
upon in this country. Anything may be 
done in the name of religion. In Pocassett, 
Mass,, for example, a child was killed by 
its father, who insisted that he had received 
a divine command to offer up his off- 
spring as 8 sacrifice. In Utah, 
the . Mormons . contend that they 
have divine warrant, if not divine injunc- 
tion, to marry as many wives &s each man 
may choose to take unto himself. In Los 
Angeles County, California, the members 
of an organization known as the ‘‘ Societas 
Fraternia” were lately enraged by the ar- 
rest of one of their number charged with 
starving his children. The society is com- 
posed of Spiritualists who have received, as 
they say, a revelation forbidding the use of 
animal food. An infant child, when this 
revelation arrived, was at once taken from 
its mother’s breast and weaned on ‘‘ scraped 
apple.” Strange to say, it was alive at last 
accounts, though a thing of skin and bone, 
without vitality enough to raise an infantile 
wail over its daily diet of figs, oranges, and 
apples. This child was a year old, and was 
bloodless, emaciated, and without so 
much as a single hair oc its head. 
Other children in the community, 
some of them 15 years old, were 
withered and gaunt, incapable of the least 
physical exertion, and apparently dying 
by slow degrees. The leaders of this 
singular community complained of the in- 
vasion of their rights. They were com- 
manded by the spirits to eat only what. na- 
ture provided, fruits and vegetables—not 
cooked, because then, according to their 
belief, they were rotten. ‘‘Do you want 
me to eat meat and become ‘an ox?” asked 
one of the leaders, with charming illogical- 
ness, ‘‘or drink milk and turn cow? or eat 
eggs and become a cock?” 

According to the laws of the land, the 
Freemans, of Pocasset, are guilty of mur- 
der. The Utah Mormons, under the law, 
are amenable for the crime of bigamy. And 
the California Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children have interfered to 
rescue the starved infant, and to prosecute 
its parents for’ misdemeanor. It. will 
be observed that in each of these cases 
the accused persons insist that they are 
following the dictates of their conscience, 
and'that any interference with their. prac- 
tices is an infringement of the liberties 
guaranteed them by the Constitution of the 
Republic. The Pocassett, people are in the 
hands of the authorities charged with the 
gravest crime of any of these com- 
mitted in the name of religion. Nobody 
doubts their sincerity. The Mormons, 
on the other hand, have fought 
their. case in the courts, carrying 
up their appeal to the highest judicial tri- 
bunal in the land. The plea of the Mor- 
mons is precisely like that of the Pocasset

A Roman physician, Dr. Burs, has, it is 
stated, recently analyzed a sample of American pork, 
sent Liverpool, and has discovered in it the 

trichina. Why hogs, especially, should be 
liable to be infested with trichina does not’ appear to 
have ever been definitely ascertained, but there is 
no doubt about the transmission of the pest to the 
human subject by the consumption of the hog’s 
flesh, or about the dreadful results which follow. tt 
has also been well ascertained that if located in 
pork, the trichina cannot ve killed by boiling, and 
thatevenif the fiesh which contains it is thrown 
away and becomes putrid; the disease is likely to be 
communicated to other animals by feeding upon 
is, There is, in fact, no effectual remedy save burn- 
ing. It-was in 1835 thatthe disease which after- 
ward came to be called trichina spiralis was first dis- 
covered. Dr. WORMALD, Demonstrator of Anatomy 
at St. Bartholomew's Hospital, London, found some 
minute foreign bodies in a piece of muscular tissue. 
He brought the matter under the notice of Prof. 
Own and Mr, Paget, and after an inyestigation, it 
was found that the abnormal appearance which Dr. 
WorMa.p had noticed was eaused by the presence 
of a minute entozoon coiled up in a cyst or covering. 
Subsequent investigation showed the creature te be 
wonderfully prolific, the female being capable of se- 
ereting as many as 20,000 larve in the tissues of the 
human body. The name given tothe parasite is 
from the Greek word thriz, meaning a hair, and the 
Latin adjective spiralis, which is descriptive of the 
way in which it is disposed in the cell.
